ANOTHER HOUSE FOR THE HOMELESS 


Of the fifty-three embassies and legations 


maintained hy this government abroad, four 
Of five are housed in Government-owned build- 
Ings. Of the small number which Uncle Sam 
owns the one in Paris, purchased recently, is 
the result of a shrewd business move by Am 
bassador Myron T. Herrick. The one in Lon- 
don was a gift of J. Pierpont Morgan and it 
took a special Act of Congress to accept it. 


.- The building at Paris was secured by Am- 
bassador Herrick at a time when the franc 
goffered a drastic fall in value, so that the 
Grevy mansion was purchased at about one- 
third its normal value. Viewed as a private 
business coup this action should be applauded. 
And since we have made this deal in France 
there is no reason why we could not go ahead 
and take advantage of fallen exchanges else- 
where—in Germany, Austria, Hungary, Italy, 
and many other countries where our embassies 
are housed in rented quarters. 


When Congress made the appropriation for 


our participation in the Brazilian Centennial 
Exposition in 1922, a nice sum was set aside 
for the construction of a building for our ex- 
hibits and it was wisely provided that when 
the fair was over this building should be re- 
modeled to meet the needs of an embassy. That 
was done, and we have a government-owned em- 
bassy building in Bio de Janeiro which is a 
credit to our country. Perhaps if expositions 
were held in the various countries where Ameri- 
can representatives are without diplomatic 
quarter;?, we might secure more of them in this 
manner; or if more of our rich ambassadors 
and minister? could take advantage of such 
an opportunity as presented itself to Mr. Her 
rick, Congress might indorse their action by 
supplying the needed sums. 
A Washington 


woman has added greatly to her fortune build 
ing official residences for foreign diplomats. 


Probably from ten to fifteen million dollars 


would give the United States Government an 
embassy or legation building in every country 
where we maintain a mission, and it would 
be money well spent. There is now being agi- 
tated a proposal for a large public building 
fund to provide us with post offices and other 
Government buildings in the United States. 
The Government now pays out about §13,000.- 
000 annually for the rental, heating and light- 
ing of buildings used for post offices. Few, 
if any of these buildings are properly equipped, 
and it is a simple business proposition that if 
the Government owned its buildings, con- 
structed so as to meet the requirements, the 
entire country would be benefited thereby. 


;. Should the public building program be adopted 
•—»nd it has the sanction of the President—it 
jboald include embassies and legations, and 
It might well go farther and include consulate*.

REGISTRATIONS SET RECORD. 


Examination of the registration figures for 


Alameda county will disprove a number of as- 
sertions which are frequently made. Instead 
of a growing inclination on the part of citizens 
to shift their duties at the polls there is an 
increased assumption of the privilege. Taking 
the county as a whole the recently compiled 
figures 
show more registrations than 
at 


any time in the past. In other words, the 
registration up to April 6 this primary year 
was larger than i-t was in November of 1922 
when a general election was held. 


How often is it asserted that the women 


are not voting and registering? The record 
shows that in Alameda county there are regis- 
tered 89,219 men and 81,040 women. In Berke- 
ley and Piedmont the women out-registered 
the men. 


Registered for the primary are 170,259 voters, 


five per cent of whom cannot express a choice 
as they declined to state their party affilia- 
tions. They may, however, vote on the bond 
issne.s and local miestions. 
Thf> pnronrarnnp' 


response to the opportunity to register means 
that by November there will be more than 
200.000 on the rolls and that Alameda county's 
voting significance will have been given a de- 
cided 'increase. 


FLASH A WARNING. 


The fact that 250 automobilists were arrested 


here in two days for failure to observe ti e 
headlight regulations indicates the need for 
impressing upon drivers the necessity for a 
visit to the testing station. The faulty head- 
light, often not Apparent to the driver, looms 
up as a positive menace to anyone who may 
be upon the highway. 


With a view of eliminating the glaring head 


light the California Automobile Association 
has suggested a method by which the offenders 
may be warned. "Flash your headlight three 
times when the headlights on the car approach- 
ing you are glaring or are out of order," is 
the advice of the association which is bein" 
O 


accepted by drivers in many parts of the state. 


The association has announced that ft is 


making a special effort to get a general ob- 
servance of this practice that automobilists 
may be educated before the state-wide cam 
paign of traffic law enforcement begins on 
May 1. After this date the official headlight 
stations will be established in all parts of the 
state as they are established here now and ar- 
rests will be made upon every violation.

I which nature had not fitted him; even In swimming 


j he was in no wise remarkable. 
Yet fate and his 


j own Instinct provided him a splendid death in a 


field of action which Is the greatest of all, the cause 
of freedom. 


For his political opinions, as much as for his 


personal reputation, Byron was an outcast from his 
home land. His travels, his studies of Greek letters, 
his political opinions, his prominence as a poet, 
made him, when the time came, the most conspicu- 
ous in the little group of Phllhellenes that went out 
from every land. Including our own, to help the 
Greeks win Independence. 


It has bfcn the fashion to speak of Byron's 


Greek expedition as Ill-managed. All wars In out- 
of-the-way places wnre so hefore business methods 
revolutionized conflict. 
But Byron knew what he 


was about. His services were to have been military, 
it Is true, and he would have acquitted himself 
bravely, but thny also were to have been, and were, 
spiritual. 
Ho left an example which his death set 


ringing round tho world. 
Gree'ce profited by it; 


unsatisfactory as her histriry may have beer:, sh" 
would have fared worse under the Turk. 


And Greece Is not ungrateful. In every CJrcek 


town Byron visited, the tradition Is preserved, like 
the tradition of Lafayette's vla!t.i In the United 
States. 
No Greek city 
Is without Its "Mpuron 


odos," Its Byron street—and we a century HBO were 
naming our Navarlno, our two Tpsllantls, our «<oven 
Marathons, with Greece In mind.

Byron wa have eleven—not one named for the poet 
(he was rather frowned upon); nil for the hero of 
liberty who died at Mtasolonghl.

For adults both beverage* are

chocolate. One need consult only 
taste In the choice. Neither bev- 
erage Is "• desirable one for Chil- 
dren, In my judgment, though in 
this 1 am not in accord with many 
good physicians and some of the 
good baby specialists. The reasons 
why I consider chocolate or cocoa 
unsuitable as a beverage for chil- 
dren under 16 years of age, a* a
